to receive notification of the baa- 
ic rates established for the land 
they propose to place in the re­ 
serve. This may be either part 
or all of the cropland on the 
farm. 
The next step is for the farm ­ 
er. If he still wants to participate, 
to apply for a contract at any 
amount below the per-acre rate 
established for his land. After 
entering this information on the 
application form, he returns the 
form to the County ASC Office 
for final approval. This is the 
step that must be taken by Octo­ 
ber 18. 
After the applications are re­ 
turned to the county office, con­ 


tracts that can be accepted un­ 
der the regulations will be offer­ 
ed tc4 farmers for signature be­ 
fore the 160 crop season begins.
